thermobondinq fibers, onto a forming wire, wherein the 
thermobondingl fibers comprise about 3-25 wt% of the 
total fiber content; 

applying a binder, wherein the amount of dry 
matter in the bornder is from about 0.5 - 15 wt% and the 
amount of dry mattter applied to the surface of the web is 
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from about 0.5 - 40 g. of dry matter per square meter of 
web surfaop; and 

ating the web to a temperature sufficient to 
melt the thfermobonding fibers and increase the tensile 
strength of the finished product.
